Confederate Flag Used Here 
Was Smuggled Thru Unions 


The following article, relating a 
colorful and romantic history of a 
confederate flag which was used in 
the battle of Gettysburg, during the 
Civil war, appeared in the Sunday 
issue of the Philadelphia Inquirer: 
A confederate flag whose history 
is glamorous with daring adventure, 
heroic exploit and romantic hap­ 
pening is about to be returned to 
the south by a Philadelphian in 
whose family it is an heirloom— 
Colonel Samuel Price Wetherill. 
That flag, which fluttered over 
the 5th Louisiana infantry in many 
a battle of the Civil war, next fall 
will be presented by Colonel Weth­ 
erill to a historic shrine dear to 
southern hearts—the Jefferson Da­ 
vis Memorial museum in Richmond, 
Virginia. 
The buzzing of mosquitoes is the 
prologue to the drama of that flag’s 
adventures. 
Linked With Malaria Plague 
In the opening months of the 
Civil war, malaria wrought havoc 
among confederate troops, exposed 
to that infection because of service 
in swampy regions infested by ma­ 
laria-bearing mosquitoes. 
Quinine 
was very scarce—blockading ships 
prevented adequate supplies from 
being imported. 
The sore need for the drug came 
to the attention of Mrs. James, in 
Rihcmond—she was a friend of 
Mrs. Jefferson Davis. She came to 
an agreement with three woman 
friends that they would try to crass 
the lines and smuggle back quinine. 
Descending the Shenandoah Val­ 
ley, 
they succeeded in entering 
Union territory. 
They made their 
way to Baltimore. There they made 
a great number of purchases of 
quinine, always in small amounts, 
to avoid arousing suspicion. 
Among the southern sympathizers 
they encountered in Baltimore was 
a man long known there as a pa­ 
tron of the arts, 
“Could you run a flag through 
when you go back?” he asked thorn. 
He explained that his wife had 
raised subscriptions to purchase a 
confederate flag for presentation 
to a command then known as “Per- 
rot’s Guard” or as “The Tigers” 
and later famous as the 5th Louisi­ 
ana infantry, but that no means of 
delivering the flag as yet had been 
devised. 
The four women pledged them- 


died, as had most of his comrades 
of the 5th Louisiana there at Get­ 
tysburg, as result of a desperate 
and hopeless charge against an in­ 
trenched union position on a hill­ 
top, which was in fact a turning 
point of th? Civil war. 
Years passed. 
One night there 
was a "dinner of Copperheads” in 
Philadelphia. 
A score or more of 
southern sympathizers had assem­ 
bled there to toast the Lost Cause. 
Someone sang a song—"I’ve a Bon­ 
nie Blue Flag." 
, 
Long in Wetherill Home 
"I've a bonnie blue flag myself!" 
cried one of the group. And then he 
told how the flag, once carried by 
"the Tigers," had come into his pos­ 
session from the father of the con­ 
federate who had died in that to­ 
bacco shed at Gettysburg. The doc- 
tod had given it to the lad’s father, 
and had told him the story of how 
Mrs. James had smuggled that flag 
across the lines. 
"But Mrs. James has a daughter, 
Mrs. Thyrza James Wetherill. here 
in 
Philadelphia,” 
someone 
ex­ 
claimed. 
"Her brothers served in 
the 5th Louisiana. 
But now she’s 
married to Samuel Wetherill, who 
was senior major of the lith Penn­ 
sylvania cavalry, and she lives at 
38th and Chestnut streets." 
So the flag that Mrs. James had 
carried across the lines was re­ 
turned to her daughter. And now, 
long years after the death of Ma­ 
jor Wetherill, it is in the possession 
of his grandson, Colonel Samuel 
Price Wetherill. 
Many a time Colonel Wetherill 
has talked over the romantic his­ 
tory of the flag with his step- 
grandmother, Mrs. Thyrza James 
Wetherill, 
his grandfather’s sec­ 
ond wife, who is now a resident of 
Elkins Park. 
And now he has resolved to send 
back that confederate flag to Rich­ 
mond, once the capital of the con­ 
federacy, there to be treasured in 
the Jefferson Davis Memorial mu­ 
seum, along with many another 
memento of wartime days of 70 
years ago.
